Another emplacement is bigger than the first 
emplacement and is located at the Finca El Penon at 
Kilometer 9 on the Camaguey Airport road. In order to 
reach this, you must take the Las Cuavas immediately upon 
leaving the Camaguey Airport and stop at a point 2 Kilometers 
before you get to Las Cuavas. You then take a paved road 
off to the right. This site contains a training school on 
the upper level and hidden below the gound is a military 
emplacement, possibly containing rocketry and missiles and 
several tanks. There is active troop movement in this area 
and many anti-aircraft emplacements . The site is located 
approximately 20 miles from the center of Camaguey, by a 
winding road and only 6 kilometers by straight air measure.

LA PRENSA says that Cuba receives Soviet help to promote terrorist activities. "Could 
such a small country, whose economy depends fully on Moscow, develop such an intense 
subversive activity in all of Latin America only 'With support of little groups of 
communist militants, without the mopey, counseling, and the secret service of a large 
power like the USSR?"

The arrest in Cuba of Herbertp»flPadllla in March, 
1971, attracted each publicity. Even eore publicity in 
Cuba was afforded his "confessions” of harboring counter- 
revolutionary ideas and bourgeois tendencies. 

LIBERALS PR0TE8T CASTRO'S REPRESSION 


Herberto Padilla was a prise-winning poet and 
novelist arrested March 20, 1971, by Cuban authorities. He 
was released April 26, 1971. The following sight he appeared 
before one hundred of his intellectual colleagues is Havana 
and presented a remarkable and lenghty self-criticism in 
which he also chastised the Cuban intellectuals, including 
his own wife, for their failure to adopt a proper revolution- 
ary attitude. 

The "Miami Herald” newspaper of May 2, 1971, in 
an article by Frank Soler, noted that prominent left-wing 
European and Latin American intellectuals of long established 
sympathetic support ,t© Fidel Castro and his regime publicly 
protested the arrest and the mounting artistic repression 
in Cuba. .

The above incident led to still another article in 
the "Miaai Herald" on May 9, 1971, which noted that Vby 
Kohler, foraer United States Ambassador to the Soviet Union, 
now associated with the University of Miami Center for 
International Studies, had consented on the parallel between 
Cuba and Russia* 

He stated the Padilla incident was renlniscent of 
what happened in the 8ovlet Union under Stalin inaediately 
following World War II. Kohler, in his book "Understanding 
the Russians", described the intellectual crackdown In 
Russia in the late 1940's. He noted that in the press and 
in public nestings writers, authors, dranatista, actors, and 
conposers were accused of cosmopolitan or bourgeois tendencies. 
The accused victims then either groveled and recanted pub- 
licly, or were sent off to Siberian labor canps. Kohler 
regarded as particularly revealing the Padilla "confession" 
and the references to State Security suggesting he was 
subjected to strong psychological pressures.

It is in a disastrous state and also there are problems 
concerning the Communist Party. Fidel Castro wants to bypass the 
Communist Party and go directly to the people in a very strong 
way for support; however, the Communist Party would very much 
like to take away many of the functions of government from Fidel 
Castro and leave him with only a part of them. Castro seeks 
support from the workers and the masses and does not look in 
any real way to the Communist Party for support. 

Anyone who thinks that Castro does not have the 
people behind him in Cuba today is stupid. He has had the 
youth of Cuba under his direct control for eleven years, and 
they know nothing else but his type of government and the 
socialistic ways of doing things . The youth, up to the ages 
of the early twenties, are completely behind Castro and a 
certain fervor still exists in the youth of Cuba for the Fidel 
Castro mystique. The other persons who are left behind in Cuba

today must support Fidel Castro basea on -economic and other 
considerations, but mostly those of "love of their homeland.” 

In other words, the youth supports Castro fervently and the 
older people support him out of compromise with their ideals. 

The people do not appear overly worried nor do they think much 
about communism. When Castro says work, everyone works; and 
when he says jump, everyone jumps. These people do not so much 
back the government of Cuba or the Communist Earty as Fidel 
Castro personally. 

The old system of "numero ocho" or what is commonly 
known in the United States as "the double cross" is existent 
and very prevalent at all levels of government in Cuba today. 

It is a part of the operating system of the government of Cuba. 
It is the order of the day. 

The Cuban refugees and exiles who leave Cuba have 
no real hard-core information about Cuba. Once they make their 
decision to leave Cuba, they are for all intents and purposes 
exiles within their own country so that they do not have access 
to any real information regarding the government of Cuba, the 
Cuban army, or military intelligence type information. The 
others who might possibly have information refuse to even look 
out of a window, and they have been known to turn their heads 
because they know they are constantly being surveilled by G-2 
or members of the government of Cuba. They are also pressured 
into not revealing any information by having a relative or close 
friend or colleague left behind to suffer because of their 
indiscretions. ' 

As far as the economic conditions in Cuba today go, 
approximately one year ago or possibly two years ago, Cu ba had 
^not^eab^sshortage of shoes . Castro received an idea 

regarding thepossibi^yj^o^mkjtaff rubber sandal 
beach-type s hoes in -Cub.%.- flUHH the deals and

There are no radio or television picture tubes 
available to the public in Cuba today. 
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For the past two years, there has been no black 
market in Cuba; it does not exist; bartering is the order of 
the day. Value exists only in durable goods. Money has 
absolutely no value since it can purchase nothing. 


The church in Cuba has a position of nonrelevance 
today. For all intents and purposes, it does not exist at all 
although the churches are open and some clerics still remain 
there. The people in Cuba do not back any church. Cuba toda y 
is _not a relig ious country in a nyway. The t>7C- 

and he is considered an 
insignificant quantity by the Cuban government.. Prior to the 
revolution, religion was only for the upper classes in Cuba; 
and with the lower classes, it was only a thing of sentiment. 

Many of the rich people at that time sent their children to 
church schools. Today church schools do not exist.

He spates that he'~dpT~ $1 million in trade business 
in meat in Martinique before he departed in 1970. However, 
before he collected this money, it was already spent by the 
Cuban government. This is one example of the bad economic 
condition that Cuba is in at the present time. It is very 
deeply in debt to France and is unable to pay" pf f its debts. 


The election of Salvador Allendar in. Chile= will 
help Cuba immeasurably in trade. Rice productinn, beans, and 
frijoles will be greatly aided. Cuba has had good rice pro- 
duction in the past, and Chile's bean crop is also very good. 


Shortages are so prevalent in Cuba today that the 
people in most areas do not even have any clothes and in some 
cases have only one and in other cases no pair of shoes to wear. 
A friend of his who is a comandante in the Cuban army complained 
that his wife has no underclothing and no sanitary napkins, and 
they are unable to obtain them in all of Cuba. 


There are two ways of solving the problem of 
Cuban economy; the first is help from North America, and the 
second is an internal revolution composed of men in the armed 
forces. There is a group of men in Cuba today who are mainly 
from the armed forces who would, if given the chance, eliminate 
Castro and revolt against the entire leadership. They are good 
thinking men who are not communists or radicals but are Cubans 
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nevertheless who will never lfeave Cuba. The people in Cuba 
today, especially the older people, will accept an insurrection 
to better their standard of living; however, they will not f 
accept any people or government from the past. Fidel Castro 
is so worried about his present position in Cuba_ that he recently 
sent Raul"^astro to the Soviet Union for military aid. Raul 
stayed for approximately five days, and it is not known what 
he obtained in the way of promises from the Soviet Union. Hie 
people in Cuba love the people from the United States, are proud 
of them, and are always trying to be like them. There is no 
love at all for Soviet Russia in Cuba today. They actually hate 
them. Czechoslovakians are considered thugs and thieves. The 
Polish on the other hand are considered bad businessmen and even 
worse instructors. 


In Cuba the education system is divided up into 
several categories. The first is a circulos. infantiles made 
up of children up to five years of age. It is an education 
geared to develop their minds to revolution and communism, and 
it is significant that during their training they sing guerrilla 
songs and learn revolutionary sayings. After a time they Join 
the Young Pioneers, and from the age of 14 to 17 they go into 
the children’s wing of the Cuban Communist Party. Hie aim of 
the school is to instill them with the idea that all people are 
technicians and exist only for the good of the state. All scholar 
ships that are granted are granted solely for technical reasons. 


Revolution in Cuba today is a bad example for the 
youth of the world. It has been a total and utter failure. 
They now have forced agriculture, a forced economy, and the 
impression is so great everywhere that one is not able to live 
a normal daily life. There is no freedom, little or no food, 
no beer, no soda, and even the mangos are no longer growing 
fruitfully on the trees . 


Oil is the major economic problem today to the 
Cuban economy. The Cuban government cannot produce the amount 
of electricity necessary to properly refine oil. Major break- 
downs in the refinery process and the machinery itself are 
causing immense headaches. The capacity to refine has dwindled 
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and the plants as a whole are suffering. Trade with Chile will 
—not— h e st epped up immensely since Allende has become president 
in that country. Approximately three years ago, he himself had 
dinner with Fidel Castro and Allende; and during that time, the 
subject of trade in the future was discussed between Chile and 
Cuba. Allende has always been greatly in favor of trade in 
which credits would be advanced to Cuba on a daily basis. The 
situation in Chile is not the same situation as existed in- Cuba 
during 1958 through i960. There are not that many radicals or 
communists in Chile or is the inter -government subservient to 
Allende. Also, the threat is there that the government will 
not go along with Allende on everything he does. 

In Cuba there is absolutely no organized opposition 
to Fidel Castro or to his government. It is totally impossible 
with all of the internal spy organizations for a person or group 
to exist as an enemy of the state for more .than a short period 
of time. There is total frustration and total indifference on 
the part of the Cuban people. It is folly to assume that what 
the Cuban exiles say is true. An armed uprising outside of the 
armed forces would never take place in CtAst-even if the Castros 1 
President Dorticos and Raul Itoa were all to ffc.ll from power in 
the same day.

The June 28, 1971, edition of "The Miami Herald" 
carried on Page 10A a "Background Report" article by FRANK 
SOLER, Herald Latin American Staff. This article was cap- 
tioned, "U.S. Hooked in Cuba Fishermen Flap." The article 
noted that Cube has made no known efforts to pay the fines 
and thereby gain freedom for the four convicted fishermen. 

It was further noted that there has been no word on the fate 
of eighteen American seamen being held by Cuba in alleged 
retaliation for the arrest and trial of the Cuban fishermen. 
Five of these American seamen, the article continued, have 
been sentenced by a revolutionary tribunal to pay $20,000 
fines sash for "trespassing" in Cuban waters. The article 
set out that the incident has given Cuban Prime Minister 
FIDEL CASTRO an opportunity to stage more of the mass rallies 
at which he excels, and to thereby distract the Cuban people 
from their nation's social and economic problems. The in- 
cident, the article continued, has also enabled CASTRO "to 
gain prestige at the. expense of the U.S. by detaining Americans 
and fining five of them more than double the amount meted out

The four returnees charged that they had 
been treated badly aboard the U. S. Coast Guard vessel on 
its trip from the Dry Tortugas area to Florida, and also 
charged that the arrdst itself had been illegal as their 
boats had been in international waters, thirty-five miles 
from the Dry Tortugas. They said that the Czechoslovakian 
Consul, not named in the article, had obtained clothing for 
them while they were incarcerated at Key West, Florida, but 
that they were treated badly when this Consul was not in 
the immediate area. 

A Page 1 article in the June 2, 1971 edition of 
"Granma" contained further comments from the returned four 
fishermen. Three of the four charged that while incarcerated 
at Key West, they were offered money, women, cars, et cetera, 
if they would desert, that is, renounce the Cuban regime and 
remain in the United States. 

The June 11, 1971, edition of "Granma" contained 
an article deploring the "criminal and arbitrary sentence 
for Cuban fishermen." The article charged that the Key 
West trial was characterized by "irregularities and parti- 
ality.*’ The article further noted that "the Cuban Government 
has decided to turn over to the revolutionary tribunals the 
crews of two Yankee ships which violated Cuban waters and 
arrived at the coast of Cuba illegally."

Radio Reloj. The broadcasts are restricted to news 
items of all types. These broadcasts are extremely boring 
and are repeated over and over during the day. If there 
is to be a change in the news broadcasts, it is effected 
at 3:00 AM each day and this news is repeated over and 
over until a new news item is prepared. In addition to 
news of political and local interest matters, 5 minutes 
of each hour is dedicated to spot announcements of sports 
news. All news that is broadcast is prepared by "Prensa 
Latina." There is no need for any .censor, by the Government 
because all news items are dictated directly from the 
offices of "Prensa Latina" and read verbatim during the 
broadcast. This system is followed regarding all national 
and international news. The news concerning sports events 
is prepared by the sports writer of the individual stations, 
but these sports announcements are restricted to nothing 
more than results of events and no comments may be made 
concerning the sports program in Cuba . Any such news would 
have to be prepared by "Prensa Latina," also. 

The broadcasting equipment in all stations is 
very old and much of it inoperative. There are constant 
problems with equipment breakdowns. Some new radio 
equipment has been purchased from Japan, which has 
alleviated the problem to some extent. In addition, some 
equipment was purchased from Italy, but this equipment proved 
so inferior and more breakdowns resulted during its use 
than while utilizing the old equipment. 

All propaganda which emanates from radio broad- 
casting stations, newspapers and magazines in Cuba comes 
under the control of the Comision de Orientacion 
Revolucionario (Revolutionary Orientation Commission - COR). 
This commission comes under the direct control of the 
Central Committee of the Cuban Communist Party.

Many correspondents 
have come to Cuba from other countries and their accounts 
are re-written by Cuban writers and the correspondent is 
quoted as though he had been the verbatim author of the 
material. There is no recourse by these correspondents to 
have retractions or corrections made in regard to this type 
of broadcasting. Both the radio broadcasting stations 
and the newspaper and magazine media in Cuba utilize 
extractions from foreign newspapers and magazines after 
having re-written the account to suit the Cuban Communist 
purposes and attribute the information to the original source.

B. CUBAN POSTAL SYSTEM 

On October 18, 1967 stated that the Cuban 

Postal System vas one phase of th^oovernment of Cuba in 
vhich there was very little difference in policies and pro- 
cedures under the Castro regime, as compared with previous 
regimes. He advised that there was some tampering with 
the mail by Government officials, but that this always 
had been a common practice in Cuba, and was not noticeably 
■ore pronounced under the Castro Government. He stated 
that this tampering was done by special employees placed 
in the various post offices for that purpose, and that 
this activity was handled secretly so that he was unable 
to furnish any information in this regard.
